Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final 
rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 
37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 6/15/2010 has been 
entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-7 and 9-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 3, 6, 18, 19, Applicants' arguments in the 

RCE filed on 6/15/2010 are persuasive because the closest prior art of 
record fails to disclose or render obvious a production method of 
encapsulating-fullerene material film in a vacuum vessel having plasma 
generation means wherein: "collision ions liaving diameters that are larger 
than diameters of cyclic rings of fullerene molecules or nanotubes 
molecules and having the same polarity as the encapsulation target ions" 
as defined in applicants' independent and amended claims 3, 6, 18, 19. 
With respect to claims 13, 15, 16, 20, 21 and 22, the closest prior 

art of record fails to disclose or render obvious a production apparatus of 
encapsulating-fullerene having plasma generation means wherein: 
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"collision ions liaving diameters that are larger than diameters of cyclic 
rings of fullerene molecules or nanotubes molecules and having the same 
polarity as the encapsulation target ions" as defined in applicants' 
independent and amended claims 13, 15, 16, 20, 21, 22.
